lNt)iA>Ai(ji.iH, Jan. 11.— Rev. E. E 
Henahaw, aged 30, a Methodist minis- 
ter, living at Belleville, Ind., 16 miles 
west of mis city, on the Vandalia road, 
and hii young wife, were fatally su,- 
saulted by burglars at au tarly hour 
yesterday morning. 

The wife was awakened by the bnr- 

glars, who had entered through the 
itcheu. As they turned to leave. Mrs. 
Henahaw jumped out of bed and 

frappled with one of the men. Mrs. 
[enshaw was dragged to the porch, 
where the burglar snot her throogb the 
head with a revolver, and she fall, 
fatally wounded. 

The noise had awakened Mr. Hen- 
thaw, who jumped np and want for the 
other thief. The thief waa grabbed br 

3r. Hensbaw joat aa ha was going out 
the baok door. The two men fought 
clear into the middle of the road, when* 
the burglar overpowered tbe preacher, 
and after shooting him through the hip, 
stabbed him no laae than 80 times with 
h dirkknlfa. Both will die. 

The barglara escaped with $160 in the 
direction of thia dty There is great 
•xcitemeat in the neighborhood, and 
crowds are aoonrlng the country iu 
seai-ch of the murderers. The p(jlice of 
this city have been eu listed in the 
search, and the bloohounds ol tiuymuur, 
Ind., sent tothaacaaa.

Washington, Jan. 1 1.— Newspaper 
dlacaaaion of the arbitration bill intro- 
duced in the house as one result ol the 
investi,^atioii of the strike comuiissiouer, 
has given ri.se to certain impressions 
which Commissioner Wright has 
thoaght best to discuss in a twrse letter 
to Repraaantatlva MoQann, ofaairman 
of the honat committao ou labor. He 
says: 

"I notice that several newspi^an in 

the country have been very persistent 
in their attempt to euiiviure jieople that 
tlic arbitration bill drawn by Air. Ker- 
iiiiu and iny.self at the reiiuest of your 
Ci^miiiittee provides for compulsory ar- 
bitration, riie result of this deception 
is that st veral lui or organizations aud 
others interested in the passage of the 
measure are upp<jsiug, when, if I Ley- 
knew the facts of the ease, tliey w uld 
take such autiuu. The bill does not 
provide lu any aauaa for cotnpalaory ar- 
bitraticju. 

"Tlie attempt is atbo made to con- 
vince employes that trie bill is not o:ily 
compulsory in its nature but compul 
sory aa agaiust employers and not em- 
ployes. Tuere is no truth whatever iu 
this positio.!, but the otTeot of this pur* 
ticular deception is to secure the un> 
tagouism of railroad corporations. 

"Another vicious attempt is to con- 
vince workiugmen that shoiUd any 
member of au incorporated body en- 
gage iu a strike or other labor contro- 
versy such action ou the part of individ- 
uals would work the forfaitnre of sncii 
charter as the organiaation may huve 
secured. There ia no anoh provision in 
the bill but the deception is iujuriously 
uttecting the pending measure."

Where the wagon stood, containing a 
part of the glroerin, there ia a hola in 
the gronad IB feat aoroaa and W faat 
deep, and where tha banal of watar 
stood ia a similar hola. 

Not a partlcia of tha wagdn ean be 
found. 

The engine honae la blown into tha

Colonel Owens was a jiicture of vij^or- 
OUB manhood in his youDxer days, re- 
tsiiiii^rthik ftrength of.mind ahd body 
ap to a few years ago when his physical 
health began failinfi:. Rince the partial 
strolce of paralysis he saflfered early last 
■VBiiner, his decline bkn been r4ry 
■uH*d. Hii wae ar eise where medical 
skill was of little avail, and tor we^ he 
hi^ been in a very feeble condition. 
Lcte Wednesday eveninli, on retintiing 
hOBM fra^ MHpIm^ of boAieas. Ui 
t(fin strii^ with pihJ^sis, soon sink- 
ing into linbonscioasneta, in which ooiidi- 
tion he remained until the end. 

Deceased had been identified with 
ItfcyjMbe Mid h«r bosinaas thterekts 
He was born at Washlhgton 
ind wti sixty-fivi^ years of age- On 
coming to Bti^rsriile htf engaged in the 
haidwara battwiMr t» member of the 
4n) of Oobam» Bttder A Owens. Some 
yeartf later the firm was ducoMded by 
the firm of Currens A Owens. 

On July 1. 1860, Owens, Pinkard & 
AuMejr eogaged in the hatdwan bosl 
liM vheii the Central Hotel now stands 
the iiinlor member of the firm bein^ Mr, 
H. C. Barkley. On February 0, 18(33, this 
firm sofBHed a heMrjr Io« by the banking 
of their establishment by a man namec 
John Harris. Nothing daunted by their 
reverses, Colonel Owens and Mr. Barkley 
formed a partnenhip . January 1, 1864, 
and afndn embarked in the hardware 
business in the building now occupied by 
the Frank Owens Hardware Company. 
Beginning on a limited scale, the busl 
ate of tfcfitftrm grewfobe one of the 
most extensive of the kind in the State, 
covering territory in Kentucky, Ohio 
•nd West Virginia. For a quarter of 
eeiitary the fihn of 0. A B. continued in 
boilDeas, and at the end of all these 
years it was the pardonable boast of the 
two members that not a harsh or unkind 
word had ever passed between them. 
On Mr. Berkley's retiring from the hard- 
ware business a few yMifl ago, his part- 
ner of twenty-five years organi/.ed the 
present Frank Owens Hardware Com- 
pany.. 

Colonel Owens was a descendant of 

8ir Francis Wyatt, one of the early 
Colonial (iovernors of Virginia. His 
parents belonged to two of the pioneer 
InniliBB ol Sason County, his father, 
Conquest Wyatt Owens, being a son of 
Samuel Owens who came to this county 
in 1792; bis mother was a daughter of 
Colonel Francis Preeton who came to 
Kantooky aaHy in the praaent century 
and was for yearn proprietor of the old 
Halfway House, near Lewisburg, a 
famous resort for travelers in the early 
days. 

In early life Colonel Owe^e was 
happily wedded to Miss Mary Browniflg, 
who atlrvivea him. Sis chUdrea blessed 
tfadr t(nk», and of these five survive,— 

three daughters, Mrs. E. R. Blaine, 
Misses Bessie and Lyda Owent, and two 
sons, Robert and Harry, 
la Ids death Maysvflle loses one of 

Always active in pro- 
moting all useful enterprises for the im- 
provement and building up of the city, 
hla death removes an important factor

Judge Taft Beta Aside Jndgment for 
$20,000 AgaiDit the 0. and 
0. Ballroad. 

Twenty thousand dollars of damage 
verdicts of the Kenton ClrcaitCoarl were 

wijx'd out l)y one order of the United 
States Circuit Court Tuesday, says the 
Covington Oommonwealth. At tbe last 
term of tlio Kenton Circuit Court at In- 
dependence, (laina>;e verdicts of $10,000 
each were returned against the Obeea- 
peake nn<I < >hlo Railway Comptny In the 
cHHes of I.. A. Hukill's adminiitn(or 
auaiiiHt that company and John 8. Pow- 
ers against the same defendant. 
Hnkill was kilted on the 0. and O. and 

Powers lost his riuht aim in tlic Newport 
yards. Wlien the caties were first called 
for trial in the State conrt they were re- 
iiiovimI 1>y the railroad company to the 
1-edeial court, but were remanded by 
timt court to the State court, because 
piaintifTa bad made certain empIoye^H of 
the railroad company parties defendant, 
and these employees where residents of 
Kentucky. 

Upon the calling of the cases for trial 
at Independence the plaintifTs discon- 
tinued the cases as to all defendants ex- 
cept the railroad company. The com- 
pany then a^iain jietitioneil the c(nirt to 
remove tbe cases to the Federal court, 
but these motions were oveiraled and 

the trialfl )>roceeded with, IMOlting in 
the verdicta mentioned. 

Counsel for the railroad oompany 
brought the rases apain to the Federal 
court where they were fully argued at 
the December term, and Tuesday tbe or- 
der was entered refusing to remand them, 
the effectof which is, that the verdicts of 
the Kenton Circuit Court are Toid. 

In its opinion tbe court says: "The 
joinder of a fireman, or an enfrineer, or a 
conductor in an action lo recover f2'),(X)0 
against a railroad company, without ex- 
planation, of itself raises a suspicion that 
it is not done merely to recover a judg- 
ment against the employees and when, 
after fear of removal is passed they are 
then dieniisged, tlie inference ap to the 
purpose of their joinder is too plain to 
need much discussion. • • • We are very 
clear that the plaintiff ought not to be 
allowed to take advantage of a delay in 
removal which bis own frand has brought 
about. 

" When plaintiflTdismissed the resident 
defendants he made a removable case, 
and the palpable device adopted to pre- 
vent an earlier removal disables him 
from pleading limitation. 

"The case shows a juggling with tbe 
names of the resident defendants to en- 
ahle tlic jilaintifT to select that form 
deemed most favorahle for his interest, 
without any bona fide intention of secur- 
ing judgment against the penKMS whose 
names were thus need."
